In the entire 
twenty seven years he has uttered 
only two wmds. When his sisler 
was married and went away to live 
he said " tioodby," and when she 
came home on a visit three years 
ago, be greeted her with "Hello." 

Smith is a contiaclor ami builder 
and frequently has orders to give 
in writing. When questions are 
asked he replies in writing, and he 
ami his workmen get on aniazingh 
well together, better, he 
than if he spoke lo them. 

Smith's business negotiations are 
always conducted in writins 

his part that i>, for he does not ask 
others to wiiie what they have to 
say io him — and his contracts are 
always satisfactory to all ooncerned.
